ditional troops. Conveyances have left 
Peking to ineei the troops coming by the 
first train. 


"The arrival of the empress dowager 


has renfloed the city M>mewhat more 
quidt than it had been recently.

Protestants have erected a barricade Ix- 
fore the building in which they have-tak- 
en refuge, aud they have f. small guard. 
The Catholics are concentrated north of 
tbe cathedral under the protection of a 
French guard of 25 men. who will hold 
oat to the end. 1 am convinced that Pe- 
king, especially the Tartar city, is safe." 


At Tien-tsin the viceroy finally con-

WITH A WOUND IN HIS BACK."

One floe summer morning In 1933— the 


fear that Santa AUDI* seized the presi- 
dency of tb*> new republic of Mexico— a 
Email party of horsemen crossed the Sa 
bine river about 60 miles from its wouth 
•nd entered Texas territory. Most of them 
were clad in buckskin ami armed with 
rifle, pJstol and knife— « roogb. deter- 
mined looking crowd, with two notable 
exception*, one clean shaven, dark akin- 
ned. with a bright, restless eye that scan- 
ned the woods constantly, a« if in search of 
an «»eniy, and the other a small, mild man- 
nered ioan, whose general appearance be- 
tokened the preacher. These two were rid- 
ing in front, talking earnestly of the con- 
vention which had juat b«en held at Sun 
Feline de Austin and of the possibility 
that Texas might one day become an in- 
dependent state. Suddenly some one in 
tbd party behind them started a sang with 
» memorable chorus: 


When other states reject us. 
This is the one that always takes us. 


From that jingling rhyme some derive 


the name*" Texas." Certain it is that this 
great, new land took in and sheltered 
many a fugitive "who left bis country for 
his country's good." That prince of pi- 
rates Lafltto had sailed away from Galvos- 
ton ten years before, and his thousand 
freebooters wcro scattered to the four 
winds, but crowds of adventurers from all 
ports of the world were pouring Jn, with 
many of the better class, to swell the tide 
of Texas immigration. 


The little band jogged on and finally 


reached the municipality of San Augus- 
tine, then a mere collection of rude log 
huts, with one or two' adobe structures 
built by Spanish missionaries. Here the 
preacher posted a notice that the Bey. 
Henry Sfcephenson of the Methodist de- 
nomination would hold a meeting in the 
evening. At tbtf 'hour named the house 
wns crowded to overflowing with rough, 
desperate men, all ; armed and ready for 
auyf un orfrny that might arise on snoh a 
novel occasion. The minister gave out a 
hymn, and it was sung with spirit. Then 
cm ne the text, but not another word would 
the crowd bear. They hooted and yelled, 
shot oft their pistols, crowed and brayed 
in derision. The tumult was deafening. 
The quiot little preacher stood his ground 
bravely, though in his heart' wishing he 
were well out of it. 
With difficulty his 


traveling companion forced his way to the 
front, still carrying his rifle, and a huge 
knife in his bolt. The wfld cheer that 
broke from tho crowd sounded in the oars 
of the preacher, now thoroughly alarmed 
liko the howls of a pack of wolves or the 
yells of Indfans hungry for scalps. Bu 
instead of Jumping upon him this strong 
man, with restless eyea flashing and long 
blnck hair streaming over his shoulders 
jumped on a bench, and, throwing hi 
hat to tho ground, shouted in a stentorla; 
voice: "Men, this man lias come to prenc: 
to you! You need preaching to, and I'l 
bo -- if ho shan't preach to you! Th 
next ronn who disturbs him shall fight me 
My iianio is Jim Bowie 1" 


Tho effect was magical. With quiot, re 


epectlul attention the rough audience lib 
Unicd to the sermon, joined heartily in th 
closing hymn, and not a few persons came 
up to shake hands with the little man and 
apologize for the rough reception they bad 
given him. A month later at the first 
camp mooting ever held in Texas, some of 
them became members of tho church, and 
in 1888 the cornerstone of the first Prot- 
estant house of worship in the republic 
was laid in Son Augustine. 


Tho man whoso timoly aid proved BO ef- 


fective was Colonel .lames Bowie, and tho 
knife in his bolt was tho noted "bowio 
knife," given to him by his brother, Rozin 
P. Bowie. It was mado of a Jarge file, 
strong, of admirable temper, and gave Its 
name to a family of terrible weapons not 
yet extinct. Crockett met Bowie for tho 
first tlmo in the Alamo, and ho writes it) 
bis journal: "While we were conversing 
Colonel Bowie hud occasion to draw his 
famous knife, and I wish I may be shot if 
the bare eight of it wasn't enough to give 
a man o£ a squeamish stomach the colic. 
He sow I was admiring it nnd said ho, 
'Colonel, yoU might tickle a fellow's ribs 
a long time with this before you'd rnnko 
him laugh.' " 


Brave, generous, determined and enter 


prising, James Bowie sought adventure for 
its hazards, aud he wits naturally among 
tho first to tnke up arm* for Texas iude-

Sun Juan, Porto Rico, June 12.—Five 


hundred inmates of the penitentiary bore 
mutinied, refusing to take break (act or to 
work. They asserted that the fobd was 
not fit to eat, and th«i leader struck the 
warden in the face. The penitentiary ia 
guarded by a detachment of SO members 
of the Porto Rico regiment, and the jail 
authorities, fearing that the convicts had 
planned a concerted movement to" break 
jail, called in the guard. Thereupon the 
prisoners attempted to rush the traops, 
who fired three volleys at the wall or in 
the air.

How tb« "Big VUh" Ax* Captared t,e4 


Transported to Xarket—Turtle* Live For 
a Mouth Iu Captivity Without rood—VI- 
UUtty In a Snapped* Heed. 
It takes about 5,000 turtles a year to 


keep Xew York in turtle soup. This city 
and London are the great turtle eater*. 
All the rest of th« world together would 
not equal either one of these cities in the 
amount of turtle meat consumed, and New 
York consumes 2,000 more of the "big 
fish" than LouCun does. Nearly all tho 
turtles received in this city come from Key 
West 


They are caught on the coral reefs sur- 


rounding the Florida keys, and, after be- 
ing taken into Key Wesc, are brought to 
this port by a Mallory line steamer. The 
turtles are laid on. their backs in a com- 
partment below decks. The compartment 
is kept warm, and that is all the care the 
creatures receive. They are not fed at alL 


Strange to say, in a large shipment it is 


rare that more thau-one turtle dies in the 
four days' trip «p the coast. 


A few turtles arrive here at odd intervals 


from Jamaica, but they do not arrive in as 
good condition as the Key West turtles and 
are not considered such good eating.. 


Londoners, in spite of all that has been 


said about aldermanic turtle soup, do not 
really know what good turtle soup is. 
Their turtles come from Jamaica. - 


The turtle trade, both in London and 


New York, is in the bands of a few men. 
T. K. Bellis controls nine-tenths of the 
London trade and Eugene Blackford at 
least two-thirds of the Xew York trade. 


Up above Mr. Btockford's place, in Fnl- 


ton market he has a room to which the 
turtles are hoisted and laid on their backs 
in a mild temperature as soon as they are 
received from t"he steamer. In summer, 
when the market is full of turtles, they are 
placed in pens in the East river, back of 
the fish market, 'and fed on chopped cab- 
bage. 
In winter, however, they get only 


a warm room. 
" 
N » 


Turtles have been kriovro to live for a 


month after their arrival without.food, 
just by being kept warm. In winter tho 
dealers are careful, as a rule, not to order 
too many turtles. They order just about 
the number for which they imve a de- 
mand. 


Sometimes, when there came a sudden 


and unexpected demand, turtles have been 
sent np from Florida "byexpress, but that 
makes, a turtle cost so much that it is only 
tn emergencies that ho travels that way. 


For tho New York market the turtles 


required are from 15 to 325, pounds for 
Florida turtles.' Jamaica turtles are.not 
good when they'weigh more than 180 
pounds. Kingston is the place where most 
of the turtle fishing for the London mar 
ket is done. The great sea turtles, with all 
their possibilities of steak and soup, swarm 
over the coral reefs north of Jamaica, and 
over 100 men work on from 8 to 15 small 
schooners catching them. 


Strong nets are stretched from rock to 


rock of coral, and against these nets the 
"fl»h,JJns the turtles are called by their 
hunters, swim and cling with their flip 
perg. Then the fishermen gather them in, 
each schooner carrying back to Kingston 
from the reef as its catch from SO to 
150 turtles. Tlreyare pot into inclosures 
filled with sea water, fed on turtle grass 
and taken out as required, either for ex 
port or home consumption. 


Nearly 3,000 turtles a year are sent to 


London, and, in spite of rumors to the con 
trary, they are not all consumed by th< 
lord" mayo'f "and the aldermen. Turtle! 
bound for England get a liberal supply o 
sea water, are fed on a diet of oatmeal and 
lettuce, and are comforted with beds o 
warm straw. 


Nevertheless the death rate among them 


while on the voyage is large. Those which 
survive the voyage sometimes die in the 
trarn from Southampton to London. Oui 
of one lot of 130 shipped to the principa 
London dealer some time ago, only 75 
were alive when the steamer arrived at 
Southampton, and of those 30 died before 
they reached London. 


A turtle will stand decapitation better 


than cold. A turtle whose head had been 
cut off 24 hours previously knocked down 
a man cook in a Newcastle hotel, and it is 
not infrequently that these "big fish" arc 
nailed to tho decks of a ship to prevent 
their swarming all over it. They don't 
seem to mind It at all. 


Yet any temperature below 40 degrees 


kills a turtle out of hand. 


A turtle's head will retain its vitality 


for a long time after being severed from 
the body. It is a well attested fact that 
sometimes a turtle's bead which has been 
off for hours will bite-at a piece of-wood. 
A turtle's heart cut out and laid on a mar- 
ble'slab will sometimes'go on' beating for 
two .hours after it has parted company 
with the Ix^y. 


The grqin furtle, which is the kind the 


New YorA inarkot requires almost exclu- 
sively, is n patient and. peaceful creature, 
and there is no danger in handling him. 
But his cousin, the "snapping turtle," u 
creature which largely affects tho land, is 
of a different temper. 
In the handling of 


snapping turtles considerable care has to 
be exercised, for they cannot only hit stun- 
ning blows with their flippers, but their 
powerful beaks are capable of doing seri- 
ous injury. 


A man was once carrying a large turtle 


into a'famous restaurant, when, as he 
went to plaoe it on the floor, tbo creature 
snapped his nose clean off. Whan a snap- 
ping turtle is sold, a piece of wood is 
placed in his beak and tied there with 
strong cords running around his head. 
Otherwise he could not be handled ivii.h 
any sort of safety* Only about 250 pounds 
a month of snapping turtle are sold in 
New York.— N.ew York Press.

Genghis earned on lii.s Mctorioiis battles 


toward the west until he reached the ter- 
ritories of the mighty bultau ol Khuareiin. 
Here he haltad, hat ing 110 immedlnfe de- 
sire to go bayond theae liluiu. Ho >«rut 
envoys with presents and a peaceful mes- 
sage to Mohammed, the shah, and but for 
an unfortunate occurrence the Mongol 
armies would probably never have entered 
Europe. 


Soon after the interchange of chihties 


between the two sovereigns, some of the 
sultan's subjects plundered a caravan of 
Tttrtar merchants, and Geughis demanded 
satisfaction for the outrage, lusuad of 
giving up the chief offender, as GengbK 
required, the shah beheaded the Mongol 
envoy and sent back his attendants with- 
out their beards. This was an insult that 
must be avenged, and soon the two em- 
pires began great preparations for war. 


The sultan was master of many coun- 


tries, among which were Persia and much 
of India. He collected. an enormous urmy, 
but in case of lailure ho had no other re- 
cruits to fall back upon. Genghis, with 
bis overpowering troops, rushed on all 
parts of Khuarezm at once. They swept 
from city to city, leaving nothing behind 
them but ashes and ruins. The sultan't 
armies were almost always defeated. Mu- 
hammad, driven from one extremity tc 
another, escaped to an island iu the Cas- 
pian sea, where he died in sickness and 
despair, leaving what remained of his em- 
pire to his son Jaloluddin. Jalaluddin 
was brave and courageous, and did all 
that man could do to avenge his father's 
death and to prop up his tottering throne. 
Hemmed in by the loss of city after city, 
lie was at last driven to the banks of the 
Indus. Here was fought a desperate bat- 
tle. The Tartars, led by Genghis Khan in 
person (whom little Casan always follow- 
ed), far outnumbered the Turks. 
The 


mighty army of the sultan bad been re- 
duced to a few hundred men, who fought 
with undaunted courage till forced to flee. 


Jalaluddin, knowing that all was lost. 


stripped himself of his armor, threw away 
all his ar$M save his,,bqjy, ^quiver and. 
sword, and mounting a fresh horse 
plunged into" the river 80 feet below. "With 
admiring gaze Genghis aud Casan stood 
watching the fearless horseman. 


In the middle of the stream be turned 


and emptied his quiver in defiance of bis 
enemy, and soon after was seen to mount 
the opposite bank. He passed the night 
in a tree to keep clear of the wild beasts. 
Genghis tent men to pursue him, but he 
escaped to Delhi 
He managed to recruit 


a few soldiers from the beaten Turks, but 
his spirit was broken. He could not en- 
dure exile, and after many misfortunes ho 
returned to his own country and died in 
obscurity. 
Mere than six centuries have 


passed away, and still the ravages of the 
great Khuarezm war have not been entire-

Photographic Carlcaturei. 


To make n picture of » person apparent- 


ly standing inside a bottle, with only tho 
head - showing, requires two negative*. 
Take a bottle of dark glass and photo- 
graph it, placing 'it near enough to the 
camera to obtain a largo picture of the 
bottle. Next make a photograph of the 
person, this time placing the subject at 
such a distance from the camera that his 
body, as shown on the focusing glass, tip- 
pcnrs about the size of the picture of the 
bottle. A white background, or one of a 
uniform tint, should be used for both pic- 
tures. The picture of the 'bottle Is first 
printed on a sheet of sensitive paper, then 
take the negative of the person photd 
graphed, block out all the body, leaving 
only the head. For this use Gihon's 
opaque, Strauss' marl, or any nonactinfo 
paint, and apply it to tho glass side of tho 
negative 
Take tho paper on which tho 


picture of the bottle has been printed, 
place it on the blocked negative in such n 
way that the head appears to bo coming 
out of. the neck of the bottle. The result 
•will be n picture of a person apparently 
standing inside a bottle with his henfl 
above the neck of the bottle, A hat, a box, 
a tin can, a half open book, a scrap basket 
and similar objects may be photographed, 
uud for a Fourth of July party one could 
use a cannon cracker, rocket, etc., in plaoe 
of the bottle.—Harper's Round Table.

OSTRICH PLUCKING.

Washington, June 12.—Goneial Lud- 


low, foiuierly govoinor of Haviuin, has 
made a report to the war department de- 
nying the recently published btateincnt 
mdiu'Ctly charging Bngade Surgeon Ma- 
jor Davib with having accepted bribe* to 
influence his official action while uctmg 
as sanitary officer of the city of Havana.

tended by Violence.

Mv attention has been called to a leaflet 


entitled "Birds," in which it is stated 
that "recently facts have como to light 
which prove that the plucking of ostrich 
plumes causes great suffering to the Tjirds, 
which have to be bound during the opera- 
tion to prevent their defense of them- 
selves." 


A long residence in the ostrich farming 


districts in South Africa gives me author- 
ity to say that so far us I hiivo observed 
no suffering whatever is caused by ostrich 
plucking. It is to the farmer's interest to 
allow the feathers to grow the legitimate 
time, and the plucking thereafter is cuiy. 
When tHe quill is ripe in its sheath (about 
every seven months), it must be drawn, 
or if allowed to grow an appreciable time 
it will trail and be trodden underfoot and 
will thus be rendered worthless. 


The process of plucking is simple and 


unattended by violence. 


A sack is lightly thrown over the head 


of the bird, which is kept in camp for the 
time being, and while the farmer holds 
tho Kick in place the assistants draw tho 
feathers, ^he sack is used because the 
bird is restless and excitable and would 
certainly stampede or show fight if it saw 
a number of people in its vicinity. But it 
can be safely snid that no cruelty is noces- 
Fftry, the feathers often dropping at the 
nitre touch, and none is practiced. Of 
course one cannot guard against a cruel 
man, 
and as sheep shearing may be ruada 


intolerable, ostrich plucking may also be 
done viciously. 


Tho ostrich farmer, however, is humane, 


and if he were not it would be unprofitable 
to pluck before the feathers have ripened. 
I have heard stories of the cruelty attend- 
ing the plucking of ostriches tn Cairo— 
how the feathers are out from the- body be- 
fore the quill and sheath have hardened. 
I know nothing of this, but from a busi- 
ness point of view at least I can hardly 
credit it. Let me affirm that in South 
Africa, the largest plume luarket la the, 
world, no cruelty in ostrich nluckuig is 
exercised.—Boston Transcript.

Kind* of Food That Should Be Given to 


Them—Treatment When Sick. 


"Cats are by no means as hardy as is 


suggested by the old adage that each cat 1 
bus nine lives," remarked a veterinarian | 
who makos a specialty of treating sick 
cats. "But there is no reason why, with 
proper care, a pet cat should not live to a 
•very i;r>5an old age. 
Cats should be fed 


regularly and at least twice a day. Bread 
aiSU milk or oatmeal porridge and milk, 
the milk having a little hot water and a 
trifle of sugar added to it in chilly weath- 
er, should constitute their breakfast. 
Bread and broth with a little cooked meat 
is quite sufficient for their dinner. A lit- 
tle fresh fish may bo given occasionally 
and now and then a morsel of uncooked 
liver and meat, caro being-taken to re- 
move all fat. Any vegetable for which 
the cat shows a fondness may be given 
with discretion. 


"Remember to sec that a cat always has 


access to a plenty of fresh water and fresh 
grass, grass being a genuine panacea for 
all its minor troubles. The diseases of 
cats include sore throat, bronchitis, pneu- 
monia and consumption, which aro espe- 
cially prevalent among them, as thoy are 


ery susceptible to dampness. One of the 
irst symptoms of illness is a rough and 
untidy coat. If this be accompanied by 
restlessness and languor, it is safe to ad- 
minister a dose of castor oil and provide 
the cat with a sheltered place until the 
fleet has worn off. 
| 


"Where the presence of any kind of j 


poison is suspected prompt and energetic j 
action is necessary. A liberal dose of lute- ' 
warm water slightly salted generally has 
a good effect, but it is safest to givo at 
once sweet oil or melted lard. After such 
an experience a course of cod liver oil is 
advised, with a generous diet. A little 
powdered sulphur made into a pasto with 
iard or unsalted butter and smeared upon 
the front paws is an excellent thing to 
keep u cat in good condition, but caro 
should bo taken to keep it from all expo- 
sure to dampness until tho effects of tho 
doso disappear. 


"Xever scold, frighten or shako a sick 


cat. 
It matters not how cross thoy may 


be at first, thoy soon come to understand 
the treatment is for their own comfort and 
will quietly submit after a short while. 
Cure must bo tnken to guard against their 
bite, however, as tho bito of a cat is al- 
ways a serious thing. In giving medicine 
tho sick animal should bo rolled in a sheet, 
its paws s$ its side, the mouth pressed 
open and a uitof wood laid across the low- 
er jaw just behind the eyotoetb."—2sew 
York Sun.

Loadoo, June 12.— It is not 


a pleasant budget of news for the British 
public which tt»e papers print this uioni- 
iug. 


It IB true that General .Bailer has forc- 


ed his way over the Drakeusborg range 
and that, according to present informa- 
tion, be (ran lay his bands on ilajuba and 
Laingrsnek whenever be chooses. So far 
as sentiment attaches to this historic 
ecene, hitherto associated with jfrav* dis- 
aster la British generals and British 
arms, the public here may fec-l some 
gratification at positions being reversed 
and Colley avenged, but in the Oraujie 
Kiver Colony the intelligence from Routle- 
val has, it must be admitted, caused in- 
tense irritation here. 


After all the enthusiasm of the recent 


succes-^H every one expected that an at- 
tempt would be made to cut Lord Kob- 
erts' communications, extending a* they 
do over so many miles of imperfectly 
conquered country. The matter, howev- 
er, is far graver than was looked for. 


Blow Very Serlona. 


It is not only that 20 miles of railway. 


between America Siding and Roodeval, 
have been almost completely destroyed. 
but the Fourth Derbyshire battalion of 
militia has been overpowered, the lieu- 
tenant colonel killed, and prisoners to the 
number of about 600 are in Boer hands. 


This catastrophe is much more serious 


for the British than the capture of Colo- 
nel Spragge and his yeomanry. 
In one 


case as in the other Lord Methuen was 
unable to come up in time to provc&t dis- 
aster. 


Though the wording of the message is 


somewhat obscure, the war officp seems 
to be certain that the whole of the mili- 
tia battalion has been captured with the 
exception of six of the rank and file who 
are at Major Stonham's hospital ut Khe- 
nostcr Itiver. 


There is only one possible comment on 


the catastrophe. The obvious lesson to 
British commanders is that their lines of 
communication will have to be strength- 
ened. 
The generals must not a.*s\inic 


that the burghers of the Orange River 
Colony are incapable of doing mischief 
because President Steyn is in hiding at 
Vrede and the majority of the fightiuii 
men have been cornered by Bundle- and 
Brabant. 


Remarkable Armistice. 


There is news of General Bullcr's ac- 


tion on last Friday which resulted in the 
forcing of Botha's pass, but it is difficult 
to understand the reasons for an armi>- 
tice at the beginning of last week, for 
ordinary common -sense would seom to 
dictate that if you have your enemy sur- 
rounded it is no part of your game to 
give him much breathing space. 


But it is quite possible if (ienerni Chris- 


tian Botha --was -trying -to hoodwink Sir 
Redvers while he got away his guns the 
British general was equally anxious to 
keep the Boers quiet while he perfected 
bis arrangements. 


What Buller's policy was is now plain. 


He wished the Boers to expect an assault 
on Laingsnek and meanwhile was dis- 
posing his divisions for si move on the 
west On Friday, while Clery was tm tho 
left skirmishing with the Boers at Maju- 
ba, Lyttelton remained in a stationary 
position on the east. And to Hildyard. 
with the whole strength of the Fifth di* 
vision, was allotted the task of forcing 
back the Boer right, makiug a" way 
through Botha pass. 


ReatBtaucc Not Seriou*. 


The resistance met with was never 


very serious until the top of the plateau 
was gained," when it was discovered that 
the veldt had been fired by the Boers U> 
cover their retirement through a dense 
mass of smoke and ilamcs. 


The Eighteenth and Nineteenth hussars 


pursued them on their way, iidtMl by a 
battery of horse artillery, and drove the 
burghers before them until nightfall made 
further pursuit impracticable. The next 
day Buller advanced to Klip river at a 
point where in the Orange Itiver Colony 
the Gnus Vlei runs into the Klip. By 
this time probably he has swept around 
80 as to threaten" the retreat of the Boers 
at Laingsnek and force them to evacu- 
ate their positions.

There arc two 
things in particular, however, which ara 
of general interest and promote 110 end of 
rivalry, not to say hard feeling. One ia 
the collection of Dresden china figures of 
all sizes, preferably the small ones, and 
there aru iliree or four-collections in New 
York which ore of great value as well as 
of beauty. 


Miss Roniscn's collection ia widely 


known and comprises an astonishing num- 
ber of these small figures. It has been the 
work of years to gather them together, 
and she has some marvelous specimens. 
This style of collection is really much 
more interesting than almost any other, 
for it does not have to be put away In cab- 
inets (x cases, bnt docs duty to ornament 
a room. 


One fad Is to have nothing but these lit- 


tle statuettes on a wide mantelpiece, and 
of course,' with careful grouping the effect 
of each figure is not in the least injured, 
but, on the contrary, greatly enhanced by 
being with the others. When there are not 
enough to cover the mantelpiece, a small 
table is (.evoted to their use, or if they are 
in a cabinet it is a cabinet made expressly 
to show then) oft to the best possible ad- 
vantage.

Like a collection of souvenir spoons, 


mauy of these pieces of Dresden have some 
especial association and represent the gift 
of soiue friend or mark some visit to some 
nterestinfif foreign city'. None of the fig- 
ures is large, some are minute, and each 
and every one is perfect in its way and a 
work of art. 


The silver collections are extremely in- 


erestlng. It is the fad to have lots of 
iiuull picceg of old silver. Bits of old 
£nglis|i and old Dutch workmanship are 
greatly prized, and many of the email and 
•pparently uninteresting pieces have- a 
argo intrinsic value. At lease one table 
u every fashionable drawin&c room is set 
aside for these small silver pieces, and it is 
astonishing what a lot of different objects 
are represented and what; exquisite work- 
manship is to be seen. 


There are small sedan chairs, different 


nuslcal instruments and every conceivable 
and inconceivable size and shape of box. 
A fow spoons are added, but theso are all 
rare ones, and besides the articles already 
uentionod fchore are always "to bo seen the 
nost minute pieces of silver fnrnituru, so 
dainty and fairylike it seems impossible it 
could have been manufactured out of sil- 
verware.

in to collect silver at a tcndur ago. .For 
a baby of 2 or 3 years ife is quifo thu thing 
;o have already a number of silver articles. 
Of course each one of these represents 
money value, but It must be a little aggra- 
vating to the child, because it generally is 
furniture 01- something of that sort that is 
aestowecl upon the infant, and yet baby is 
•aught uot to touch them, but simply to 
look and admire.

room. 


There are different shaped tables mads 


to hold these, with plush tops and a rail- 
ing around, and of course the silver arti- 
cles show to great advantage against the 
dark plush. 
They are rarely put into tho

the narrows twosoore of men and boys 
had assembled on the rocky bluffs with 
loaded guns to giva them welcome. The 
townspeopleilred at tho passing snips, and 
the officers and men, finding their foes out 
of range, fired volleys of terrible oaths 
back at their assailants. After shooting 
all their lead away and killing three men 
on tho ships, tho Yankees went back to 
the house of Mr. Pierce and drank a whole 
lot of hot rum punch. Then they went 
out, and, taking the willow withe which 
Mr. Pierce had used for a whip, planted 
it butt end down in tbe loose ground in 
front of the house. 


A white willow will grow almost any- 


where. Farmers who cut willow wands 
for their polo beans to climb upon have to 
pull t JQJH up in the fall or there will bo a 
willow tree growing in every bean hill. 
The whip stick which Sir. Pierce used to 
drive his horse ahead of tbe invading fleet 
bore leaves the next spring, and has kept 
doing so every year since. It was only D 
feet tall in tho spring of 1615. 
After the

The Hawks of New England. 


In my opinion tho sparrow hnwk is tho 


handsomest of his ruoe. His back is bright, 
golden cinnamon, his wings steely bluo 
and jot black «nd his tail chestnut, with 
a broad black bund. His breast is beauti- 
fully marked with chainlike patterns ot 
blaok spots, 
His junto is chestnut, ivbove, 


bnudod with block. 
Unlike other hawks, 


the plumage of these birds doesi not vary 
with age. 
They usually make their ap- 


pearance on some still, cloudy day about 
the lust of March and take up their posi- 
tion in tho moatlows. From then until 
September they are always to bo seen ci- 
ther perched on the topmost twig of sou o 
tall eim or havering in the air on the look- 
ont for prey. Their nest is in some hollow 
tree or deserted woodpecker's hole or o 
a last year's crow's nest. 


I hnvo often tried to account for the 


seemingly friendly relations existing be- 
tween tho sparrow hawks and golden 
winged woodpeckers. 
Both frequently 


occupy holos in the same branch and sit 
side by side on top of some tall stub with- 
out the least sign of disagreement, al- 
though, unless I am very much mistaken, 
tho sparrow hawk often attacks larger 
birds and might easily carry off thu young 
ones when tho old birds were absent.— 
William E. Cruiu in Popular Science

The Jews have obtained all this wealth 


»nd prominence in spita of ostracism. p<rr- 
lacutlou and restrictions of munv kind-;. 
When Anselm Rothschild wus boru in 
Frankfort, what was known as the Juden- 
gasse was separated from the rest of the 
oity by high walls and heavy gate-;, which 
were shut at nightfall and kejit closed un- 
til sunrise. On Sundays they were never 
opened. Goethe, who was a native of 
Frankfort, gives a graphic description of 
tho Judengasse, with its filth and squalor 
and stenches, to which tho nerves of its 
inhabitants had been deadened by long fa- 
miliarity with the noisome atmosphere. 
The walk of the Judengasse were de- 
stroyed by Kleber't army in 174(6. In 1S73 
the whole district wns condemned as a 
nuisance by tbe sanitary authorities and 
cleared out, except a single row of eld 
fashioned houses which date from tho fif- 
teenth century and were the homes of the 
ancestors of rich and influential citizens. 


The ancestors of the Frankfort Jews 


on me from Palestine, Turkey and Spain to 
escape persecution in the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth oeutnrics nnd became 
the serfs of the emperor of Germany, who 
accorded them protection in exchange for 
a flied tribute which went into his private 
purse. In 1849 Charles IV, being pressed 
for funds, mortgaged his Jews to the 
municipality of Frankfort for £80,000. 
The aura was never repaid, nnd thus the 
inhabitants of the Judongasso passed un- 
der the control of the city "council, which 
selected a swampy and uuhenlthful spot 
on the margin of tho town where they 
were obliged to reside and exacted from 
them a certain porMon of their earnings 
or sold fcbeir labor nb so much a month. 
The Jews who controlled their own time 
and talent; paid dearly for that privilege, 
but were shrewd enough to mako a profit 
and advance themselves, slowly but surely. 
They were not allowed to use the side- 
walk, but were compelled to travel with 
cattle and carts in the middle of tho street 
They were compelled to wear a distinctive 
dress. Every male Jew bnd a patch of 
yellow cloth upon his breast nnd every 
woman wore bluo nndwhito stripes. They 
were allowed only one name. 


The man who lived in 62 Judengasse, 


•which was known as " the house of the 
red shield" because of a sign over its 
doer, wns called Anselm. 


The original Anselm was a dealer In old 


coins and curiosities. Hi>. married and hud 
a boy who was called Mayer Anselm in 
order to distinguish him from bis father. 
He was sent to a rabbi relative to rni edu- 
cated, and afterward got a place in the 
bank, where ho developed remarkable 
business talent. 
When his fattier died, h« 


came home, took his houso, his trade pros 
pered, he became influential among his 
race, gained the respect of Christians us 
well as Jews, and \VHS called Anselm o( 
tho Bed Shield, or Von Rothschild. 


But his faino was only locul until he 


made the acquaintance of Uarou von 
Estroff, then landgrave of Hesso, who 
was a coin collector, and sent for Ansel m 
ono day to mako some purchases. 
When 


the latter arrived, the baron was engaged 
in a game of chess and could not bo dis- 
turbed. 
The Jew stood and watched the 


play. Tho baron wns checked, it seemed, 
hopelessly, and turning to the Jew he said: 


"Do you play chess?" 
"Sometimes," was tbe answer. 
"What would you do if you were In my 


fix?" 


The Jew modestly pointed out a move 


which the baron accepted nud followed his 
advice through the rest of a game thnt 
was soon won. After that Anselm spent 
a good deal of time plnying chess with tho 
landgrave, who prided himself on his abil- 
ity to beat every one of'his subjects. 
The 


baron and the coin merchant thus became 
great friends, and thero was considerable 
business between them in tho way of loans 
and discounts. It was Baron von Estroff 
who sont 16,800 Hessian soldiora to Amer- 
ica during the war of the Revolution, to 
fight on the British side, and received n 
large sura of money for thoir services. 
When Napoleon came along a fow years 
after, the baron had saved of it about. 
4,000,000 thalers in coin, which he took to 
Anselm and asked him to conceal for him 
so that in might cscnpo tbe French army. 
Anselm accepted tho trust without respon- 
sibility, nnd, ns tbo story goes, dropped tho 
bags of coin to the bottom of his well. 
The French soldiers took away everything 
valuable that belonged to him, but tho 
landgrave's money was overlooked. 


As Boon us tho army had passed on and 


he could do so without being suspected 
Anselm loaded the treasure on tho hnck of 
a donkey and started for England, where 
ho intrusted it to his son, Nathan, n young 
runn who hnd gone to London a few years 
before and wns doing a modest business in 
shaving notes and in tbe commission way. 
There the father and son quietly bought, a 
little at a time, large blocks of English, 
Austrian and German securities, which 
were depressed by tho war. 
Angolra went 


back to Frankfort and there speculated 
with some of tbo money. It wns nine 
years before tho landgrave returned. In 
tho meantime his money htid quadrupled, 
and A i) sol m Rothschild returned It to 
him, with interest nt 8 per cent, which of It- 
fiolf amounted to £150,000, a small fortune. 
At first the Inndgrave declined to tnke tho 
interest, but Anielm of tho rod shield in- 
stated tbnt ho was entitled to it. It was a 
very profitable Investment, for tho land- 
grave told the story nil over Europe nnd 
intulo his agent famous, so thnt every king 
and duke nnd llttio potentate who wttntod 
money sought It of the honest Ansohu, 
who Ix'como known a* "tbo court Jew."
